W a sh in g t o n , August 14th.—The House 
was treated to quite a little scene to-day 
between O’Neil of Missouri and Owen of 
Indiana. T he former, im m ediately after 
the House conveued, rose to a question of 
privilege and sent to tue Clerk's desk and 
had read the statem ent of a local paper to­ 
day, to the effect that there was a job in 
th e Cherokee bill, which wa3 before the 
House yesterday. The article stated that 
the effort of the Democrats to pass the bill 
was the result of a bargain with J. Milton 
Turner, attorney for the bill, and was in ­ 
tended as compensation to him for services 
performed in getting up the Indianapolis 
colored Democratic Convention. 
“ b e jib s o u l, a l -i -e !” 
Mr. O’Neil, when the article had been 
read, said that he wanted to brand the 
statem ent as “ a lie—a plain, unvarnished 
and unqualified lie!” 
8 uch unusual language in such a m atter 
was so funny in Mr. O'Neil s case that the 
House appreciated the joke and lauehed. 
Mr. Owen, however, was not satisfied to 
let the gentJetnan off quite so easily, and 
retorted that his objection of yesterday was 
based upon an actual knowledge of the 
facts in the case. 


THE BA KG A IN WITH TÜBNEB. 
H e then went on to state them : A Demo­ 
cratic m em ber from Indiana, who had be­ 
come worried at the outlook in that State, 
weut to T urner and asked him if it was 
not possible to ge up a colored Democratic 
Convention and have it meet in Indian­ 
apolis. T urner replied that it was, bat in ­ 
tim ated that he could do it if assured that 
tHe Democratic House would pass the 
Cherokee biil. 
It a;,pears that T urner was 
assured that the bill would be passed aud 
accordingly got up the Convention. 
TURNER TRAPPED. 
A few days ago he oaliei at the House, 
and asked to see Congressman W ade, of 
Missouri. T hat gentlem an went over to 
his colleague, Mr. Owen, and said : 
“Come out here with me, and we will 
catch that fallow T urner.” 
As they passeu out the ce- ter door lead­ 
ing into the lobby your cot espondent was 
m et aud taken into the scheme. The plan 
was to get T urner as near the cigar-stand 
as possible, where Owen and your corre­ 
spondent were to stand, apparently in con­ 
versation. 
The plan worked well, and 
Owen, who had his back to the unsnspect- 
ing Turner, wrote down the conversation 
as it went on. 
W ade was Iir3t asked by T urner to help 
pass the Cherokee bill, but refused, saying 
th at T urner had gone over to the Demo­ 
crats. 
T urner replied that he had sim ply gotten 
up the Convention as part of a bargain, in 
return for which the Democrats were to 
pass the Cherokee bill. 
WANTED TO FEATHER HIS NEST. 
“ I’m as good a Republican as ever,” he 
said ; “ but, you see, this thing means many 
thousands of dollars to me, and 1 sim ply 
want to feather m y own nest. 
I am sim ply 
helping the Democrats to suit m y own pu r­ 
poses.” 
After pretending to be T urner’s friend, 
and under the guise o f getting him to un­ 
bosom himself, Mr. W ade did not dare to 
get upon the floor and object to the passage 
of the bill, aud got Mr. Owen to do it. 


o’n e il g ets sat u p o n . 
W hen O'Neil asserted that the statem ent 
was a lie. Owen arose and replied th at he 
had objected to the consideration of the 
Cherokee bill yesterday because the story 
published was trae. 
H e now wanted to 
know it the gentleman 
from Missouri 
wanted to call him a liar? 
“ I m ean it,” said O’Neil, “ to apply to 
anyone that makes the assertion.” 
"V ery well,” said M r.O w en,quietly. “It 
does not m atter, because I cannot be in­ 
sulted by anything tbe gentlem an from 
Missouri may say.” 
[Commotion.] 
As Mr Owen sat down the Republicans 
broke out in loud applause, and O'Neil was 
so efieetually set back by the turn of afiairs 
th at be retreated to the cloak-rooms and 
sought consolation.

which violated the revenue laws, could be 
reached. 
After more discussion, at Sherm an’s re­ 
quest the bill was referred to the Finance 
Committee 
Senator Reagan also introduced a bill 
compelling American fishing and other 
vessels to have their crews composed of 
citizens of the United States. 
The bill was 
referred to the Commerce Committee. 
T he bill granting the right of way to the 
Y ankton and Missouri River road througu 
the Y ankton Reservation, in Dakota, was 
passed. 
Senator Stewart introduced a bill to re­ 
fund $G”4 illegally collected as internal rev­ 
enue tax out of the salary of tbe late A. W. 
Baldwin of the district of Nevada. 
He 
also introduced a bill to authorize the Sec­ 
retary oi W ar to ascertain the am ount of 
m mey expended aud obligations assumed

The Senate, on motion of Senator Frye, 
took up the fisheries treaty in open exec­ 
utive session. 
Senator Morgan spoke in support o f the 
treaty and took occasion to answer what he 
considered im politic and unjustifiable at­ 
tacks upon the President. 
General Morgan occupied the rem ainder 
of the day’s session with hia speech, but 
yielded at 4:30 r. M. to a m otion to go into 
legislative session. 
A message was received from tbe Presi­ 
dent giving his reasons for vetoing a num ­ 
ber of pensions bills, and also slating that 
he had vetoed the joint resolution author­ 
izing tbe publication of several thousand 
copieB of the maps of 1S8G, on the ground 
that the edition of 18S7 of these maps would 
soon be out, and he thought Congress 
would prefer the most recent ones. 
After a short executive session the Senate 
at 5 p. M. adjourned. 
T h e H o n a e. 
W ash in g to n ,August 14th —In the House 
to-day Sayres of Texas moved that the 
House go into Com mittee of the W hole 
for the consideration of the general appro­ 
priation hills. 
Townshend inquired of the Speaker what 
bill would be considered if the m otion 
should prevail.

season. 
A resident agent com plains that injus­ 
tice has been done in certain California 
publications in saying that no apricots 
were sold here in July, also that a misuu- 
derstauding exists concerning freight raies 
between Chicago and this city. 
The rate 
averages _$4u0 per car to Chicago and $425 
to New Y'onr. which is 50 cents per box to 
Chicago and 53 cents to New York, the car­ 
load averaging 800 boxes of twenty-five 
pounds gross, and the cartages and com­ 
missions are th e same in both cities.

We turn the rules of the column to-day 
out of respect to one of the great rail­ 
way builders of the world, a man whose 
industrial achievements have been of such 
moment to California, and whose success­ 
ful business life has been intimately inter­ 
woven with the history of California aod 
the progress and upbuilding of Sacra­ 
mento. 
The death of Charles Crocker removes 
from the scenes of earth one of the fore­ 
most men of California. His íife’s achieve­ 
ment exemplified in the most striking 
manner the possibilities that this free 
land opens to men of energy and deter­ 
mined character. Mr. Crocker will be 
missed as are only the few. His indomit­ 
able will, resolute courage and tireless 
energy have, in co-operation with Kke 
qualities in his coadjutors in business, done 
so much for California and to advance her 
upon the material road of prosperity, that 
to attempt any adequate measurement of 
the beneficence of his business life to this 
people is a task that only history car. com­ 
pass. 
The vast indcilrial schemes with which 
the name of Charles Crocker is interwoven 
are of that character that they form part 
and parcel of the history of the nation, 
and are inseparably linked with the most 
momentous period of its existence. Bu'. 
to Sacramento Mr. Crocker bore an especi­ 
ally close relation. It was here that he 
laid the foundations of his fortune; from 
his home in the capita] city he went out 
to conquer difficulties that appalled all 
others and to achieve triumphs over 
nature that linked the far East with the 
Pacific States and gave new life to the 
hope of the cause of the indissoluble 
Union. It was Sacramento that bestowed 
upon Charles Crocker the only political 
rewards his ambition sought, and gave 
him the honors of distinguished civic 
office. Though the restless activities of 
his busy life bore him presently into busier 
currents and more stirring scenes, we know 
that for the city of his old home he cher­ 
ished the tenderest m em ories and toward 
her people the most affectionate regard. 
This was but recently manifest, when, on ¡ 
the occasion of a visit to the city, he gave 
utterance to his sentiments regarding lier 
in a manner that became glowingly elo­ 
quent in the warmth of its sincerity, and 
that testified to its whole-heartedne.-s by a 
choked voice and welling tears. 
Charles Crocker was born in Troy, New 
York, on the 16th of September, 1822, of 
parentage so poor in worldly goods that it 
was unable to equip him for life with more 
than a meager common school education. 
While yet a mere boy necessity compelled 
him to become a bread-winner to aid the 
family. He did so with willing heart and 
ready hands, and at that early age gave 
evidence of the will-power and conquering 
ability that made him a prince in achieve­ 
ment in after life. He went upon the 
streets barefooted and in the garments of 
honest poverty when but 9 years old, to 
sell papers and magazines in aid of the 
family fund. He was so successful that 
the business grew into a news agency, and 
the lad’s earnings contributes! materially 
to the removal of the family to the West, 
anil into scenes of fairer opportunity and 
better promise. In Marshall county, 
Indiana, a small farm wa6 purchased, and 
in 1836, the family group settled down to 
the hard life of Western pioneers. 
The boy worked as only Western boys 
of those days could, for two years to aid 
his father in clearing the land, and bring­ 
ing the rolling lulls and fertile prairies 
into subjection to the plow. This ac­ 
complished, at the age of 16 ho 
found employment in a sawmill, in St. 
Joseph county, and next at a forge, 
receiving the meager pittance of $ 11 a 
month for his labor. In the inclement 
winters of the Northwest lie attended the 
district school, and applied himself dili­ 
gently 
to his 
studies. It was 
not 
long before the forge-master admitted 
the 
skill of his apprentice, 
and 
under 
his advice the young 
man 
went 
into the business for himself, 
and with financial success. The work of 
forging in that section, just as he was 
ready to become a proprietor, was greatly 
advanced by a discovery of beds of iron 
ore in Marshall county. Mr. Crocker 
secured the deposit formed a copartner­ 
ship with his former master, and the two 
engaged in the business with success until 
California beckoned to the selected men of 
the East and the West to come and aid in 
unfolding her wealth to the world. With 
prescience he saw in the Far West the 
promise for youth, and sold out his forge 
interest, and in 1850 started for the coast. 
He arrived in the State in August, 1850, 
pausing in Sacramento, hut in a few days 
located a mining claim in Big Canyon, 
near Placerville, working it with varying 
success. Two years later, after some en­ 
deavor in carrying between Sacramento 
and the mining sections, Mr. Crocker 
engaged in the mercantile business in Ibis 
city, and from the outset, by his untiring 
energy, made it successful. The business 
of his firm grew in importance, became 
the leading mercantile bouse of the city, 
and survived the fires and floods that suc­ 
cessively afflicted Sacramento. In 1855 
Mr. Crocker was elected a member of the 
municipal legislative body, his fellow- 
Couneilmen being Mark Hopkins, F. Den­ 
ver, Daniel Meeker, D. S. Woodward, J. 
P. Hardy, Henry Polly, F. A. Thomas and 
M. S. Hard. His service in that capacity 
was eminently satisfactory to Iris fellow- 
citizens, and creditable to his business 
capacity. In 1860-61 Mr. Crocker was 
elected as a Republican to represent Sac­ 
ramento county in UieHouseof Assembly 
of the Legislature, his fellow-Aawmbly- 
men being Amos Adams, N. Greene Curtis 
and Dr. Jos. Powell. He served his con­ 
stituency with the same care and diligence 
that he had devoted to his private busi­ 
ness, and retired from office with the 
thanks of the people, and the conscious­ 
ness of duty well performed. 
About this time Mr. Crocker’s attention 
was almost wholly withdrawn from his 


mento merchants took hold of the matter ¡ that could never be effaced. His example 
and words saved the city from action that 
would have ineflacebly tarnished her recovd- 
Old Sacramentaos will recall the QCurage 
of conviction that distinguished. Charles 
Crocker, when, for opinion’s sake, he stood 
fearlessly for his “abolition” belief, and 
for “free soil, free speech and free men,” 
though his position visited him with loss 
of business and brought upon him 
personal abuse and even open vi­ 
olence. Believing slavery to be 
a 
terrible wrong, he preached his faith in 
every political expression, and proclaimed 
his frec-soil and abolition doctrine at all 
times upon the open air. It was a matter 
of principle with him to thus lielieve and 
advocate, and no considerations were suf­ 
ficient to swerve him from it. 
"Whatever the human frailties of men, 
their weaknesses and their errors, the snrn 
of their lives will be estimated by the 
principles to which they prove true or 
false. Over the daily toils, the struggles 
and contentions, the passions and the am­ 
bitions of men, tlie world draws a veil in 
the presence of the great ends they achieve, 
the springs and impulses that move them 
e those ends, and tlie inflexibility with 
which they adhere to high principle. 
Charles Crocker’s record in the biography 
of the typical men of the Pacific coast, 
will stand forward as that of one whose 
devotion to strict justice among men was a 
distinguishing trait, and whose courageous 
adherence to belief in the right was such 
that no human opposition could cause it to 
waver. He was human, and with defects 
as have other men; he was ambitious to 
win industrial renown and ample wealth ; 
he was proud, as lie had the right to be, 
of the great works of his life, which the 
record shows contributed to the better­ 
ment of his race and the exaltation and 
enrichment of the State of his adoption. 
He was at once discriminating aid gen­ 
erous in his benefactions and they have 
fallen upon all sides; art, science, litera­ 
ture, education and institutions for the 
alleviation of human suffering have pro­ 
fited by his endowments; public works 
have felt the impulse of the wise expendi­ 
ture of his wealth, and the people of Cali­ 
fornia for all time will be the recipients of 
benefits due to his discreet and geneious 
devotion of large sums to public-spirited 
enterprise, to adornment of public grounds, 
the support of perpetual charities and the 
furtherance of humane works and the de­ 
velopment of the resources of the State. 
His life illustrated in an eminent degree a 
high type of American manhood, at once 
serving to stimulate the humblest toiler to 
loftiest aims, and to teaeli men that what­ 
ever else they may he, poor or rich, 
learned or unlettered, favored by fortune or 
buffeted by ¡Us, adhesion to principle and 
obedience to the dictates of justice, will 
rank them as examples of true manhood 
and benefactors of their race.

ments of the nineteenth centv.rv was com­ 
pleted ; a-work, indeed, which had more 
potential -significance for the west half of 
the American continent, and the making 
of the Pacific coast what it is to-day, than 
any other of which record is made in the 
history of the nation. 
It would be neither profitable nor 
pleasant to recall in detail the misrepre­ 
sentations that were made concerning the 
plans of these men; the obstacles which 
were placed in their pathway ; the scorn 
and contempt with which their prescience 
was received, and the obloquy that was 
visited upon them, as supposed visionaries 
and wholly selfish men ; nor yet to more 
than refer to the violent and conscience­ 
less opposition with which their eflbrts 
were met, and their labore relentlessly re­ 
tarded. When men, in the calm of future 
history, losing sight of all the petty 
jealousies, prejudices and envy anil 1 ittle- 
tiess of the present, shall come to judge 
labors hv results, and effort by achieve­ 
ment, the historic record of the building 
of the Central Pacific Railroad will accord 
these railway builders’ patriotic purpose 
and accomplishment second to that only 
which enlisted the patriots of the nation 
to arm against rebellion. And this will 
be the record of time despite the fact that 
these men secured to themselves great 
wealth as the legitimate reward of their 
energy and foresight. 
There is no passage in the life of Mr 
Crocker that will justify so much of elabo­ 
ration as that compassed by the six years 
during which he remained at the front of 
railway building, conquering heights sup­ 
posed to be impassable, and tnnnelling 
mountains declared to be impossible of 
penetration. But obviously these and 
many other details so strikingly illustrative 
of his masterly organizing capacity and 
indomitable will cannot be reviewed. 
On the 10th day ef May, 1869, he and 
his untiring associates saw the great work 
completed; the grand aim of their lives 
had been achieved, and what was once but 
a scoffing and a bv-word had become a 
crowning triumph, winning the applause 
of the civilized world. Mr. Crocker be­ 
came a Vice-President of the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company, and served in 
this capacity to his death. 
It is impossible, under the exigencies 
of our space, to mere than refer to the sec­ 
ond great undertaking of Mr. Crocker’s 
life, in connection with his associates, in 
the building of the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road, of which he was the President; nor 
yet of the elaboration of . the great Pacific 
railway system of the coast, with all its 
veins and arteries, developing and un­ 
building the country; nor of the 
private industries and constructions to 
which he has devoted his capital and en­ 
ergy in various portions of the State, all 
tending not more to enhance his private 
fortune than to develop the immeasura­ 
ble resources of the Golden State and the 
Pacific coast and to contribute to the pros­ 
perity and happiness of the, people. 
In 1873, his devotion to business having 
impaired his health, his physicians or­ 
dered him to foreign travel, which 
engaged his time for two years. Be­ 
fore leaving home for this purpose he 
insisted upon parting with liis railroad 
interests, in the labors of the management 
of which lie could not personally share, 
but on his return, renowed in strength, his 
former copartners demanded his return to 
duty, and he resumed the joint interest, 
and retained it until his decease. 
Vt hen in his youth Mr. Crocker worked 
in a lumber mil! in St. Joseph countv, 
Indiana, for John J. Dealing, he formed 
the acquaintance of that gentleman’s 
daughter, Mary A. .Doming, and she 
became his wife in the year 1852. 
To these six children were born, and 
four survive. They are Colonel Charles 
F. Crocker, William H. Crocker, George 
Crocker, and Mrs. Harriet.E. Alexander. 
Mr. Cro.ker erected a mansion and re­ 
sided in Sacramento with his family until- 
1875, when his business compelled him to 
-ake up his residence in San Francisco, 
though the Sacramento home has never 
Uien relinquished. 
Charles Crocker was genial.and happy 
in disposition. strong in hisfriuad.hipe. but 
exact in business requirements. His was 
wincing his foFow-men to him. .His was 
a somewhat rugged manner in doing and 
exacting duty. He demanded his and 
gavet.ll men their due; strict justice in 
deed was the one great essential with him- 
Compromises and concessions appeared to 
him more as abandonment of the claims of 
¿¿isticc than as harmcniziDg agencies nod 
aids to justifiable ends. He never exacted 
from another that he was not ready on his 
own part to perform, an* it was this trait 
of character that made turn the masterly 
manager of the forces ¿hat pushed the 
Central Pacific Railroad oree and through 
the mountains and across the arid plains. 
He had personal commanding powers, and 
being perfectly fearless he never hesitated 
to face danger or exercise hi- ¿ability to 
control. 
In 1S61, in this city, this manly trait 
was exemplified in the face of a mob 
threatening to break open the public treas 
ury, and apply its money to the repair of 
the broken levees, through which the an­ 
gry flood of that year swept. When other* 
cowered he faced the angry people, de­ 
nounced their intention, and declared that 
men could bear up under the loss of prop-

He suffered much pain, and this morn­ 
ing the doctors saw that his case was hope­ 
less, and summoned the members of the 
family by special train, but they did not 
think that death was so near at hand.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE 


>EBELLE HAS VANISHED. 


R h o a d s an d Itoss D isch arg ed fo r W an t 
o f P ro secu tio n . 
The attendance at the Police Court yes­ 
terday m orning was not large and the pro­ 
ceedings 
were w ithout 
m uch 
interest. 
W hen the cases of Frank Rhoads, charged 
w ith battery, and A ndrus Ross, charged 
with gaming, were called, City A ttorney 
Church arose and said : “ I understand that 
the police force has m ade diligent search 
and inquiry as to this com plainant, Se- 
belle, and he has not been beard from. I 
do not suppose there is anything left for me 
to do but to m ake a motion to dismiss both 
cases for w ant of prosecution. I regret 
very much that a m an of that particular 
kind should come down here and prefer 
charges against citizens and not follow them 
up, and i also regret very m uch that he 
cannot be here to answer for him self and 
show cause why he has not prosecuted 
these charges. 
If there had been anything 
done that is crim inal and which ought to 
be prosecuted, he should have been here to 
give his evidence, and if there has not, he 
ought to be punished for not doing so. 
I 
would like to have the alias subpena stand, 
so that if this m an is found in the city 
w ithin the next few m ouths he can be re­ 
quired to come before this Court and an ­ 
swer for his conduct. At the present tim e 
I m ake a m otion to dismiss both cases. 
The action of this m an places the Court, 
the Court officers and the defendants in a 
very em barrassing position. It makPS it 
appear as if th in g s' liad been done which 
probably have not been done, and when a 
person takes it upon him self to compromise 
everybody around him for the purpose of 
getting revenge, or blackm ailing someone 
else possibly, he ought to be punished him ­ 
self as being the party who has violated the 
laws of the State. I think it is possible that 
he may be found within the city w ithin a 
few m onths or weeks, and if he is I would 
like to have him come here and give some 
explanation of his proceedings." 
E. C. H art, counsel for the defendants, 
sa id : “ I speak in good faith when I say 
th at we were anxious to have this prose­ 
cuting witness present. 
I was anxious to 
have him here because it would save a 
good deal of criticism that would probably 
come from people who like to criticise, aud 
also because I know very well, from con­ 
versations that I have had, that the prose­ 
cuting witness could not have testified to 
a single, solitary fact to fasten guilt upon 
Mr. Ross or Mr. Rhoads. The act of Air. 
Rhoads, if any act were shown, was per­ 
fectly justifiable, aud we are here prepared 
to meet the accusation. I am also satisfied, 
from an investigation of this m an's past 
record, that lie was in the habit of engag­ 
ing in business which savors of black­ 
m ailing; th at when he gets a few drinks in 
him the first thing that comes in his m ind 
is to do som ething that w ill eDable him to 
get m oney w ithout working for it. 
He 
was drunk when these com plaints were 
m ade and I am satisfied that if he thought 
then any injury had been done him it vtas 
sim ply an hallucination of 
the brain, 
superinduced by the use of bad w hisky. 
If 
he 
can 
be 
found, 
I 
would 
like to have him here to dem onstrate that 
there has been a sort of a tempest in a tea­ 
pot in relation to this m atter, and that 
there is nothing in the charges that he 
brought. 
I am satisfied that when he got 
sober enough to understand w hat he had 
done, he ooncluded he was him self the 
m ost guilty party and that if he tam e 
here he would be the one who would be 
«•bished, and that the only extenuating 
circumstances in his case, if he was prose­ 
cuted, would be that be was drunk. 
Mr. 
Anderson and myself both instructed offi­ 
cer F ranks to get the m an here it possible. 
W e wanted him here, but he did uot want 
to be here." 
Judge Buckley said that it seemed that 
the com plaining witness had purposely 
gone somewhere out of the reach of the 
subpena of the Court. H e had been told 
that he had left the State. 
If bo. he could 
not be reached by a subpena. There was 
no other course but to grant the motion, 
and the cases were dismissed for w ant of 
prosecution. 
Austin Keely was charged by his wife 
with threats against life and disturbing the 
peace, but Oeorge A. Blanchard appeared 
as counsel for the prosecuting witness and 
asked th at the cases be dismissed, saying 
that he was ready to pay the costs. 
He said 
the complaint was made under a stress of 
circumstances and that the wife did uot de­ 
sire to prosecute. 
The cases were there­ 
fore dismissed for w ant of prosecution. 
Mrs. Desmond, a poor, demented woman, 
was brought up for sentence, having been 
convicted of disturbing the peace of her 
neighbors. 
H er case is a most unfortu­ 
nate one, and elicited the sym pathy of both 
Court and spectators. In her present state 
of m ind she is easily provoked to a disturb­ 
ance of the peace, and there is some evi­ 
dence that her neighbors, or their children, 
do things whieh, while they would not be 
noticed by a perfectly sane person, are cal­ 
culated to irritate and provoke a woman in 
her state of m ind. Of course, when a dis­ 
turbance tak is place, they have no trouble 
in proving that Mrs. Desmond is very vio­ 
lent and abusive, and she is the one con­ 
victed, as she has onlv her own testimony 
against that of a whole neighborhood, but 
from statem ents made yesterday m orning 
it is evident that if another disturbance 
takes place in that neighborhood the case 
will be investigated so thoroughly that 
there m ay be more than one conviction. 
Mrs. Desmond was fined $10, but under the 
discretion of the Court, on account of her 
poverty, and on her promise to do nothing 
more to disturb the peace, she was not re­ 
quired to pay the fine.

J. B. W elty, an owner of one of the old­ 
est vineyards in the county, and a gentle­ 
m an thoroughly posted on the wine in 


proprietor of the latter pocketed all tho 
profits. The Sacramento vine-growers had 
suffered more at the hands of her local 
wineries than had the grape-growers of any 
other section. 
W hile m anufactured wine 
was worth just as m uch in Sacram ento as 
at the Bay, nearly all being shipped East, 
still the wineries at San Francisco gave five, 
six and seven dollars more a ton than they 
do here, which just covered transportation 
'¡ravage, return freight on boxes, all in- 
cl uded. 
He said the Italian wine m akers in San 
Francisco used several hundred tons of 
grapes, and they gave better prices than 
any other of the wine-makers. H e believed 
that rather than subm it to the prices in­ 
sisted upon by the wine-makers, it would 
be better for the growers to dispose of w hat 
they could to the Italians, dry the rest and 
look to the East for a m arket for the dried 
product, where it was used in the inanu- 
tacture of wine. 
A good dried grape 
made a good class of wine and can be dis­ 
posed of at a profit in the East. 
In order to ascertain what the dried fruit 
can be sold for East, dispatches were sent a 
tew days since m aking the inquiry, aud the 
following telegrams were received in replv :

He was in favor of any 
proposition that would give the producer a 
fair share of the profits to be derived from 
his crop. 
H e move that a com m ittee of 
five be appointed by the Chair to form ulate 
a plan of organization.

The Chair appointed as such com m ittee 
George C. McMullen, Joseph Routier, L. H .

A short recess was taken in order to allow 
the com m ittee tim e to perform the duty 
assigned it. 
On returning, the committee, through its 
Secretary, E. Greer, made the following 
re p o rt: 
Mr. Chairman: Your committee appointed to 
formulate some plnu of oiganizatiou, beg leave 
to submit the following: The remarks of the 
several speakers received due consideration and 
each member freely expressed his opinion.

A PIONEER OROWER TALKS. 
Mr. Routier was called upon for some 
remarks, and in response he said this was 
a sm all body; the m eeting had not been 
sufficiently advertised, aud under the cir­ 
cumstances he was of the opinion that it 
was not advisable to take any decided 
action. 
A ton of grapes wouid m ake 150 
gallons of wine, and this, at 20 cents per 
gallon, m ade $30 per ton for the product of 
their vines. The grower had better m ake 
his own wine. 
If you have no wine-cellar, 
m ake it in your barn—the wine will be 
just as good, will sparkle just the same, and 
bring as big a price. He had m anufactured ; 
he could do it again and so could every 
m an who raised a ton ot grapes. 
All you 
w ant is to buy a few tanks, squeeze out'the 
juica and you can sell it at a good price. 
Better get $30 a ton for your grapes by 
crushing them at hom e than selling them 
to the wineries at a loss to the grower. 
There is no way to get out of this difficulty 
except to m ake our own wine and dry some 
of the grapes. Three tons of green grapes 
m ake one of the dried fruit. If we can get 
5 cents East, deduct 1 cent for freight, and 
we will have then a profit of over $20 
per ton for our green fruit. 
H e advised 
m aking a little wine, selling part of the 
grapes to the Italian wine-makers, and dry­ 
ing the rest. H e said he would not sell his 
grapes this season to the wineries, unless 
he received $18 or $20 per ton. 
AN EX-SUPERVISOR’s OPINION. 
L. H . Fassett, when called out, said he 
was not prepared with facts and figures, but 
from w hat he could learn there were large 
profits in the wiue industry, but it all was 
un the side of the m anutacturer, the grower 
sim ply having his pains for his trouble. If 
the profits were divided between grower 
and m anufacturer there would be no cause 
for complaint, but the latter, represented 
by a few wealthy firms, had banded them ­ 
selves together and m ade a price for the 
grapes that barely repaid the farmer for his 
labor. H e had attended the meeting to 
learn wbat he could, aud with others to de­ 
vise some means whereby the honest toiler 
would have a right to at least a portion of 
the profits of his labor. The price set by

This 
is a big question, but if undertaken in a 
business-like way it can be settled in a few 
days to the benefit of every m an in the 
State who owns an acre of vines. The wine 
cm be made and sold at prices, adm itting 
the lowest, th at will give the grower $30 
per ton for his grapes, aud the Zinfandels, 
which wine 
readily sells for forty-five 
cents, will give a profit of $80 per ton." The 
least these wines can be bought for here, or 
at the wineries below, is forty-five cents a 
gallon. From what I can learn the grower 
is growing poorer each year, and some one 
is pocketing enormous profits between him 
and the consumer. 
ADVOCATING A UNITED ACTION. 
Dr. Manlove said there were two winery 
plants in this neighborhood that repre­ 
sented m any hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars. 
If we put our grapes in the hands of 
trustees to m ake a price and do the busi­ 
ness for us, they could dictate term s we 
could not as individuals. These trustees, 
representing the entire vintage of the coun­ 
try, can say to the m anufacturers, “ You 
pay us a good fair price for our grapes, or 
let your plants lie idle.” 
W e want no 
fancy price, only a fair and reasonable one 
for the products of our labor. 
If we act 
Bingly we will be slaughtered. The fruit 
men are united, and the profits resulting 
from their union is plain to be seen by 
every one. The two wineries here had in 
the past largely depended on the uionstei 
vineyards at V ina and Natoma, and as they 
bad gone iDto the wine industry themselves 
they no longer figured in the m arket. The 
local wineries m ust look to the local vine­ 
yards for their stock, or shut up shop. 
WANTS A PRICK NAMED. 
Mr. Rodm an, an extensive grape grower' 
who lives near Routier's station, said all o* 
the plans suggested were good. They all 
m eant one thing, and that is u nity of 
action. 
If the growers were united, all 
wouid reap a good reward, and instead of 
pulling up vines they would be planting 
more. This convention, before it adjourns, 
should agree upon a good, fair price for 
their grapes. 
Let us act as a unit ou this 
m atter and we will succeed. 
If each 
makes his own price and drives his own

FRANKS EXONERATED. 


T h e Offioei K elnstatvU an il th e C om ­ 
p la in a n t Show n Cp. 
The Police Commissioners met at 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon snd investi­ 
gated the case of officer Franks, the in­ 
quiry resulting in the officer being ex­ 
onerated and reinstated on the force, while 
the man who made the charges against 
him . J. B. Sebelle, was shown to be a most 
disreputable character. 
After the Mayor had stated the object of 
the meeting, Chief 
Lee 
said that no 
charges against the officer had been sworn 
to, though they had bteu written out, 
Sebelle had disappeared and the officers 
had been unable to find him. Tne last 
heard of him was at 8 o’clock on Sunday 
night. 
His brother bad informed him that 
Sebtlie h a i been approached by parties 
who threatened and intimidated him . 
He 
had been told that if he prosecuted these 
cases he would not live a week. “ Of 
course,” added the Chief, " this is only 
hearsay testimony, but it is just the way I 
heard it.” 
The Mayor said that if Sebelle was a fair- 
minded citizen and was justified in making 
the charges he ought to he here to substan­ 
tiate them. 
If he bad left town he was not 
a very reliabie man. 
If there were wit­ 
nesses present who knew anything about 
the matter he would like to hear them. 
W. A. Anderson, on behalf of llr. Franks, 
demanded a full investigation and that he 
be permitted to introduce evidence to cor­ 
roborate his statement in regard to the loan­ 
ing of the money to Sebelle. 
He proposed 
to show the Board that the man who made 
these accusations is a man totally and abso­ 
lutely un worthy of belief; that ho was hab­ 
itually addicted to false pretenses; that 
during the past few days he had obtained 
money from several parties in the same 
way he did from officer Franks; that he 
got $20 from George H. Clark, $10 from a 
clerk in Mr. Hammer’s drugstore, $25 from 
Isidore Townsend, $20 from Samuel Bas- 
qui, $20 from Henry Bazoni, and had at­ 
tempted to borrow money from George 
Rider and Ciay Chipman on the same plea 
which induced 
Mr. 
Franks 
to loan 
him $20; that while in the employ of a 
railroad company in Southern California or 
Arizona he had embezzled its funds and 
after he was detected in it be beat one man 
nearly to death with a pistol; that after­ 
wards he made complaints against a citizen 
of that place, which were quashed in the 
same way he presumed tírese accusations 
would be quashed. 
Mr. Andersou said 
that Franks was a very liberal, generous, 
accommodating man, atid he bad often 
known him to rend money, even when he 
had to borrow from one friend to lend to 
another. 
Only last fair time he saw him 
borrow $100 at the Golden Eagle Hotel to 
loan to a frunri, and he borrowed money 
from Franks himself—and paid it back. 
George H. Clark, the undertaker, was 
sworn and testified that five or six months 
ago his father loaned Sebelle five or ten 
dollars. About a week afterwards Sebelle’s 
wife came and paid the money back and 
asked him not to loan her husband anv 
money, because he was a man who would 
borrow money from all his friends and 
squander it, “ About a week ago,” comin- 
ued the witness,” he came and told me that 
he come up ou the evening train and 
that his wife was very sick ir. San Fran­ 
cisco. That he went into Have Sm ith’s 
place and got to shaking dice. He had 
come up to pay the rent, and had $30, 
which he lost shaking dice. That ha was 
anxious to go back to San Francisco, and 
wanted to borrow $20, saying he would pay 
it back on Monday. 
I gave him $20, and 
he left. 
He went below, and on Friday or 
Saturday a friend told me that be bad at­ 
tempted suicide, and if I wanted my 
money back I had better look after him . I 
ascer.ained his address in San Francisco 
was 2V21 Broadway, and I wrote him that 
his friends here, from whom he had bor­ 
rowed money, were getting anxious, and he 
had belter come up and settle if be wanted 
to save bis place. Cn Tuesday or Wednes­ 
day he came up with Uis brother. 
He said 
his brother had $1C and would give me 
that, and I told hint I did not wan; it. 
I 
wanted $20. 
He than showed me a dis­ 
patch. I think signed by bis brother. Theo­ 
dore Sebelle, wfaioh read : 
1 Tell Ben. to 
comedown immediately. Mattie is worse.’ " 
Witness then went on to slate that 
Sebelle had borrowed $20 of Henry Bazoni 
and how he finally gave witness an organ 
iu payment of his $20 and the $20 he owed 
Bazoni. 
This settlement was made last 
Sunday, and Sebelle stated that he was 
packing up. intending to leave on Tuesdav. 
Officer Franks then took the stand and 
testified in his own behalf. 
He said that 
lie h A lived in Sacramento eleven years. 
Had i m-wn Sebelle about a vear and a 
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half. The Utter had done some repairing 
of hats for him . 
A week ago Monday 
be was on I street wa’chw g some opium 
fiends when he saw Sebelle go to the police 
Nation and leave again. Soon afterwards 
he saw him returning, aud asked him if lie 
was looking for Judge Buckley. 
H ere 
plied that he was looking for the City At­ 
torney. and then said : " Frauas, I am in 
a bad fix. 
My wife is lying at the point of 
death in San Francisco, and I have not got 
a cent 
I want to go on this train.” W it­ 
ness told him that he only had five or six 
dollars in his pocket, but he could have 
that if it would do him any good. 
He 
said he wanted $20, and offered to give him 
the keys to hiB place of business. 
Witness 
told him that he would go and get him 
$20 if he would agree to return it in a week 
or ten days. 
He promised 
that 
he 
would, and they 
walked 
together to 
J 
and Second streets, 
where 
Sebelle 
stopped at King’s store. 
He went over 
and borrowed $20 of Arthur Miller and re­ 
turning to wiirrc Sebelle was with the 
money in hi3 baud, gave it to Sebelle. 
He 
had borrowed money of Miller many times 
before and had more than once borrowed 
money to loan to others. Sebelle had 
shown him a dispatch saying bis wife was 
very sick, or at the point of death. 
He 
could not remember just the language. Se- 
belie said nothing abuut making any com­ 
plaints against any one, or that he had 
been gambling and wituess did not know 
anything about those circumstances. 
It he 
had witness would not have loaned him a 
cent. Sebelle never paid the money back 
and he had started to commence an action 
against Sebelle to recover it but lound that 
there was nothing in his place worth taking 
except what belonged to his wife. 
In answer to questions be ''hief Lee offi­ 
cer Franks admitted that Febslte had made 
the s ateniente iu his prest nee which have 
already be n published, 
lie did not re­ 
member whether Sebelle then stated that 
he had never spoken to Franks before, but 
if he did he certainly lied. 
E. C. Hart then addressed the Com­ 
missioners. 
He thought there hati been a 
satisfactory explauaiion of the whole mat­ 
ter. so far as officer Franks was concerned, 
and he did not think it was necessary to 
bring m«re witnesses. 
He thought the 
Chief of I’oiice did right in suspending the 
officer on the information he then had, but 
the facts presented had shown that a ma­ 
licious, evil, disreputable individual bad 
brought accusa'ions against a good citizen, 
an efficient officer, an honorable gentle­ 
man and an atlectionate husband aud 
father. 
He spoke eloquently in behalf of 
Mr. Franks and scored Sebelle 
merci­ 
lessly. 
W. A. Anderson followed in the tame 
strain, going over the evidence and telling 
what he knew about it in addition. 
Mayor Gregory said that he did uot 
think any more evidence was necessary to 
show that Sebelle was not much of a man, 
and there was no evidence that Franks had 
done anything more than 
any 
good- 
hearted man would do under the same 
circumstances. 
Chief Lee said that he had no excuse to 
make tor the course he had taken. 
He 
would do the same thing again under the 
same circumstances. Sebelle had failed to 
come forward and 
sustain his charges, 
and that was the end of it. 
The Mayor said he would go farther than 
that. 
He believed officer Franks entitled 
to more consideration than a man who had 
not the honor to stand up to what he bad 
said. 
He thought, however, that the Chief 
was righ' in the stand he had taken. 
Chief Lee said : ”1 believe this mar, has 
been intimidated. I believe, from what 
his brother says, that lie was nearly scared 
to death: that they threatened him with 
personal violence if he undertook to prose­ 
cute these cases. I do not know whether 
it was this case, or the cases of Rhoads and 
Ross, but for the sake of officer Frants and 
everybody else I would like to have bad 
this man here. I do not want to keep the 
officer under a cloud, though, weiring lor 
him .” 
Judge Buckley made s vigorous speech. 
He believed Sebelle was not present because 
he was corrupt. 
He bad reason to believe 
so outside of the evidence that had been 
adduced. 
If he had made the statement 
hat he did to Chief Lee unde.- oath, he 
would b-iieve officer Franks before a dozen 
such men as Sebelle. One had lived iu 
this city many years, raised a family here 
and always borne a good reputation. The 
other was a confessed gambler, a confessed 
bribe-taker and som ething else that he 
would not i ame. 
He thought the officer 
was not guilty. W hat had been done bad 
been done according to law and met ins 
approval ; bui when it came to an investi­ 
gation, he would believe officer Franks’ 
statement under oath before a nundred rte- 
belles. 
He saw aDd talkeu with Sebelle on 
the morning he made the charges. 
The 
man was drunk, and admitted that he was 
drunk. 
He did not believe Sebelle was a 
man who could be intimidated. 
He Uad 
been around the country a good deal and 
knew that if un attempt was made to in­ 
timidate hint the lav? would protect hint. 
If he had gone away it was hecanse he 
feared to face the responsibility of his acts. 
The Judge concluded his remarks by saying 
if Sebelle: "H e merits my disgust and is 
entitled to ivy contempt. 
I shall vote with 
a great deal of cheerlttlness lor the honor­ 
able acquittal ot the officer.” 
Mayor Gregory said that if there were no 
objections officer Franks would be restored 
to active service on the police force and be 
exonerated from all blame iu the matter. 
There were no objections aud it was so 
ordered.
